Summary of Delos from the Far East. 
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JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 
The present mail brings advices from Yokohama to the 6th 
July. The outward French mail of May 13 was received there 
on the 8rd July. The Japan Times supplies the following :— 


We hear that an Embassy is shortly to leave for Hawaii, in 
charge of which will be Terashima Tozo and a Vice-Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. We have never been able to comprehend the 
object of the unenlightened opposition to freer intercourse be- 
tween Japan and Hawaii manifested in quarters where we should 
have expected grearer liberality. Japan has as good a right to 
make a treaty with Hawaii and to inaugurate a trade with that 
country as any of the great Western Powers had to make treaties 
with Japan—and certainly she is likely to derive more benefit from 
such intercourse with a kindred race than she has as yet received 
from oursélyes. We shall watch the progress of the mission with 
interest, and trust that it will successfully achieve its object of 
bringing both countries more closely together. 








THE FALL OF HAKODADI. 


The peru | picturesque account of the recent events at Ha- 
kodadi, which have culminated in the fall of the place, will be 
read with great interest. Written as it is bya correspondent who 
is entirely independent of either side, it has the additional advan- 
tage of being impartial :— 
“ Haxopant, 19th June, 1869. 

“The Dove left us at daybreak on the 16th inst., and was barely 
out of sight before the severest engagement commenced between 
the Tokugawa refugees and the Imperialists that we have yet 
seen. The St steamed role the head of the bay, fol- 
lowed by the Henda, the Kami-no-kami, a Dutch built vessel 
whose name I have forgotten, and the Kiangsu, all directing their 
fire against the fort and the Eagle, which was replied to with 
much spirit, especially by the latter. The Stonewall was ap- 
parently husbanding her ammunition, which is said to be falling 
short, and only fired one of her great guns at long intervals. 
The shells invariably burst a few yards after leaving the gun, 
and were thus wholly useless. As she slowly steamed towards 
the Eagle the latter backed towards her, and we looked for 
a death-grapple between the two. The Zag/e fired with unabated 
spirit during the approach of her formidable opponent, and we 
waited—almost breathlessly—for the great gun of the Stonewall 
to tear the other ship to pieces, previously to the last fatal charge 
of the ram; but, strangely enough, the Stonewall did not fire, 
deterred, possibly, by want of spirit to open her bow port and ex- 
pose herself to the deadly and well-directed fire of the Eagle. She 
then sheered off, and the Hagle backed to her old position in the 
bay ; but, being terribly pressed by her opponents, ran ashore, 
where she now lies stranded, yet still an effective battery.” 

* * * * * * 
“ Sunday, 20th June, 1869, 


“ At 3 a.m, the Mikado’s fleet commenced an attack on the fort, 
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while the troops advanced towards the breastworks near Kamida, 
and prepared to contest possession of the fort itself. For four 
hours a severe and continuous fire of great guns and musketry 
was kept up, and both sides fought with vigour and spirit. But 
superior to all in gunnery, in indomitable courage and inex- 
haustible vigour were distinguished the crew of the Emperor. 
Beset by the whole of the Mikadv’s fleet, menaced by the crushing 
ram of the Stone:all, theespecial mark of the well-directed fire of the 
Kiangsu, the Dutchman, and the //enda, the little vessel was fought 
wits heroic courage and dauntless resolution. Shell after shell and 
shot after shot from her kept the other vessels at bay, nor did her 
fire ever slacken duirng the terrible struggle. That a craft so 
small should have heen able successfully to defy the successive and 
sometimes the united efforts of five men-of-war—a mere yacht— 
for it must be remembered that she was the present of our 
Queen to a former Shiogoon on the occasion of Lord Kigin’s sign- 
ing the treaty—against vessels built for warfare, is due partly to 
the indomitable courage of her defenders, but chiefly to their 
education by Captain Tracy, R.N., formerly Naval Instructor to 
the Japanese in Yedo. This little ship was manned by his pupils, 
and had he seen their gallant conduct and dauntless bearing in 
action he would indeed have been justly proud of them. And now 
occurred the great incident of the day, which drew all eyes to- 
ward the north-east corner of the bay. Without warning 
or note of preparation of any kind, a column of flame, high as the 
mainmast of the British corvette, shot into the air, followed by a 
dense column of smoke, in the midst of which fragments and 
debris of all kinds might bediscerned. A shell from the Emperor 
had burst in the magazine of the Chosw}Maro—the Dutchman, as 
I have hitherto called her—and she sank instantly, her bowsprit 
and foremast alone appearing above the water. Then commenced 
one of those dreadful scenes which so greatly intensify tue 
horrors of war, poor wretches clinging to the spars and rigging, 
others striking out for the shore and perishing in the attempt to 
reach it, and, worst of all, the throwing of more shells by the 
Emperor, which burst over so closely that they could hardly have 
failed to swell the fatal tale of mortality caused by the explosion. 
Of course this would never have been seen in European warfare, 
mitizated as that is by the more humane and chivalrous dictates 
of a higher civilisation ; but before we blame the crew of the 
Emperor we must remember that the sentiments connected with 
human life are very low—in spite of institutions which show 
that death is readily preferred to a disgraced life. The Tokugawa 
men are fighting in a desperate cause, and no set of men are 
blameable for not being in advance of the general average of the 
national sentiments they represent. 

“But the conduct of the Henda’s commander cannot be ex- 
cused ; instead of moving at once from his position, which was 
not a thousand yards from the Chosu Jfaro, with the view of assist- 
ing the victims of the explosion, he steamed away at once to what 
secied a cooler part of the bay, and left the poor,wretches to their 
fate Iam unable to explain these movements, and do not wish 
to place a wrong construction on them, but do not hesitate to say 
that the strangely unsympathetic feature of the Asiatic character 
never appeared to mo more prominent than on this occasion. Two 
cutiers from the Jel were at once lowered and pulled towards 
the wreck, returning in about an hour with some twenty odd of 
the survivors. Some few had miraculously escaped without hurt, 
hut most. [am told, were cruelly burut or mangled. One died 
during the passage from the wreck ; some were bleeding from 
great open wounds which dyed the boats with their blood. The cap- 
tain had escaped, but was frightfully burnt and had an arm broken. 
Sitting in the stern sheets at the bottom of the boat, he seemed 
almost insensible to what was going on, but as the boat pushed 
otf for the shore, with the inborn politeness of the Japanese, he 
bowed forward in acknowledgment of the efforts made on his be- 
half, though the effort cost him dear, in the evident increase of 
the agony he suffered. Assistant-Surgeon de Meric and Mr. 
Quin, of the Consul:te, accompanied the sufferers to the shore, 
secured acvommodatiou for them in the neighbouring village of 
Arigawa, and there all that skill and thoughtful kindness could 
effect or suggest was done for them. 

“The £vgle during this time had been doing but little work, 
firing occasional shots, but showing nothing like the spirit or good 
practice of the little Liaperor; her crew, however, have often 
euough shown their mettle, and they were perhaps employed at 
g.ine other quarter of the defences. 

* * + * * * * #* * * 

“ But as the day wore on it was evident that the Tokugawa men 
were being overpowered, though they still fought with unabated 
gallantry. A little smoke was detected issuing from the stern of 
the Euyl’, and it was soon evident that she had been fired. Two 
hours afterwards she blew up, a vast dense column of smoke rising 
sluwly into the air, carrying with it the clearly discernible frag- 
meuts of the ship. When the smoke cleared she appeared 
with her poop blown away, but still little changed otherwise in 
general appearance. The tlames continued to gain on her, and 
sie was slowly burnt to the water’s edge, shells bursting one by 
one at intervals as the fire destroyed her. In the same way the 
Laperov was presently also seen to be on fire, which, smouldering 
at tirst, gradually burst into flames, and as evening drew on the 
two burning vessels threw a brighter and still brighter light over 
the bay. Meanwhile, two large fires had burst out in the town, 
aud the mountain at the foot of which it is placed was enveloped 
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in a dense cloud of smoke, which entirely obscured its features, 
The wind blew strongly duting the evening, and the fires ate 
their way rapidly to Iceward, but as night fell the wind fell 
with it, and they subsided in great measure. The Toku- 
gawa people had also fired the villages and officials’ houses 
round Kamida, and the horizon for several degrees was 
lit up with flames. Brightest among them all showed the fire 
that was consuming the Kaglz, which, changing from deep red to 
glowing white, was as the intense glare of an open furnace, and 
brightly illumined the western side of the town. I should have 
mentioned that during the afternoon a fresh steamer belosging 
to the Mikado’s fleet had arrived, and, boldly taking up a good 
position within easy range of the fort, threw many shot into it, 
and evidently damped the ardour of its defenders, for their re- 
turn fire slackened considerably. One gallant fellow, however, 
was long seen loading and firing the gun at the eastern angle, 
and attracted constant attention by his undaunted behaviour and 
strange good fortune during the hot fire directed upon the work. 

“ When morning dawned the Pearl was seen thickly surrounded 
by the floating remains of the sunk Chosu Maro, and tie fires of 
the Eagle and the Eiperor paled gradually before the growing 
light. During the morning, of Monday the 2\st, little was done; 
the Mikado’s troops and civil officers had occupied the town at 
two pm., after the crews of the Eagle and Emperor had thrown 
themselves into the Kamida fort, but a dropping fire was carried 
on by besieged and besiegers. The fires in the town had greatly 
subsided, and parties landed from the foreign vessels to survey it. 
It presented the forsaken and desolate appearance we anticipated, 
marks of shot and shell were everywhere apparent, and the shore 
was lined by the smouldering ruins of houses. The few inhabi- 
tants who had returned to look at their homes, or at the charred 
remains which but too often represented them, seemed to 
creep about scared and sad at the changed aspect of affairs. 
Tn the afternoon the Stonewall took up a position in the bay, 
about 2,000 yards from the Kamida fort, and opening fire from 
her great bow gun, made splendid practice against it. Most of 
her shells burst just over the great earthwork, and must have done 
fearful execution among the fifteen hundred men now cooped up 
in the place. Anearly shot took off the crest of the tower which 
stands in the midst, and every successive shell added to the de- 
struction of the place. 

“Thus for the present I must leave Hakodadi. Imperial troops 
are in the town, but the small fort in face of the bay is still in 
the hands of Enomoto’s party, tenanted by some thirty or fort 
desperate men. Kamida contains now perhaps fourteen hundred, 
and this is all that remains of the whole piratical force. Kamida is 
surrounded by the Imperial troops, and can be shelled from the bay. 
It is difficult to believe that it can hold out long, though it is said 
to contain provisions for six months and plenty of ammunition. 
The latter statement I greatly doubt.

It is only right to advert to the’ utter destruction of the 
French prestige among both parties, indeed, it is too clear and 
acknowledged a fact to be passed over without notice. It is pos- 
sible, and I dare say true, that among the French adbercnts of 
Enomoto’s party, some have behaved with individual gallantry, 
though it is certain that their instructions forbade their exposing 
themselves. Those instructions were given and implicit obedience 
—to the letter—were paid to them—by M. Brunet. Whatever 
other accounts may be circulated regarding this part of the affair, 
you may entirely rely on my statements in respect of it. M. 
Brunet may be an excellent theorist in military tactics, but he 
lacks the quality which is absolutely essential to his putting his 
theories iuto practice, or at all events to any personal superinten- 
dence of carrying them out. He has shown what I cordially be- 
lieve to be amongst French soldiers an exceptional ‘discretion,’ and 
has deserted a cause with which he was entirely bound up at the 
time when, of all others, it most needed his devotion. He has 
shown himself heartlessly indifferent to the fate of men whom he 
encouraged to rebellion, and whose submission to the Mikado’s 
authority would have saved the lives of many brave men and 
supplied the Empire with many good servants, 

‘All honour to the gallant little crew of the Emperor! De- 
serted by their French leaders, they showed themselves well rid of 
such unworthy comrades, and fought their tiny vessel with a 
heroic gallantry which the opposition of tenfold her power could 
not xbate. Many of them must have perished, but they died like 
brave men, and fought nobly for a cause to which, whether es 
poused for higher or lower motives, they have sacrificed themselves 
and followed to the end, without oa to the dastardly conduct 
of those whose precepts they obeyed so well, but whose example 
they disgustfully scorned to imitate.” 


CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 8th July. The Eng- 
lish mail of May 21 arrived out on the 5th July. The latest 
London telegrams were to June 15, via Kiachta, The following 
items are from the Worth China Herald :— 

The Peking Gazette contains a memorial from Ting Futai to the 
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Emperor, advising, amongst other things, that the tribute rice 
should be carried in Foreign built ships instead of native junks, 
and pointing out the superivrity of the former in point of speed 
and stfety. It is mentioned in the Tientsin trade report that nine 
Foreign ships were employed in this carriage last year ; but they 
were too large to enter the Peiho, and the additional cost of 
lighterage from Taku made the total freight heavier than would 
have been the case if junks had been the carriers. Mr. Mongan 
feared that this mischance might prevent the re-engagement of 
Foreign ships, for a time. 

The Guz-tte also contains a memorial from a Censor begging the 
Emperor to take measures to stop poppy cultivation. A procla- 
mation has been issued in accordance with this request, but it is 
not expected to have any effect. The Indian Government, which 
has ordered an increased cultivation, in consequence is likely to 
find itself rndely deceived. In our opinion, the tendency is to a 
stealily lessening demand for the Indian drug; and the import 
statistics of the past year bear us out. 

We learn that there is renewed apprehension of an outbreak at 
als The Taoutai and a number of officials are congregated 
there, 

We have to acknowledge a copy of the sixth annual report of 
the Peking Hospital, on whose useful career, under the care of 
Dr. Dudgeun, we have frequently had occasion to comment. The 
total number of patients relieved during 1868 was 13,239. We 
are glad to find that the hospital fuily maintains its reputation 
among the Chinese, and continues to do vast good. 

We are sorry to hear that the steamer Ying-tze-fet got ashore 
on Shantung Promontory during Thursday night last (July 1). 
The Alanchu, which passed at daylight, stayed by her several 
hours, trying to help ber off, but failing, went on to Chefoo, 
where the Manzing happened to be lying. The latter at once 
went to the assistance of her consort, and it is hoped that, by 
taking out some of the stranded vessel’s cargo, she may be safely 
got off. ‘lhe weather was thick. 

The apse windows in the new church have just been filled with 
stained glass, to commemorate the late Mr. George Henry 
Fitzroy. ‘lhe subjects represented are :—The Agony in the Gar- 
den of Gethsemane, the Carriage of the Cross, the Crucifixion, the 
Entombment, St. Mary Magdalene in the Garden, and the Angel 
announcing the Resurrection to the Three Holy Women at the 
Sepulchre. Each subject is surmounted with a small canopy, 
laid upon a ground of rich colour. In our opinion the colouring 
of the centre window is a little cold and monotonous ; and in all 
cases the borders are too wide, thus giving them an undue pro- 
minence, and confining the space devoted to the subject work. On 
the whole, however, the work possesses much artistic merit, and 
gives a handsome effect to the interior of the building. It was 
executed by Messrs. Lavers, Barrand, and Westlake, of London, 
at the cost of some of the late Mr. Fitzroy’s friends in the Cus- 
tom’s service. 

The body of Captain Cooper, commander of one of the gun- 
boats lately launched from the Kiangnan Arsenal, whose death 
by drowning (at Hankow) was recorded by last mail, has been 
picked up nearly at the spot where the steamer was anchored. 

We regret very much to have to record the death of Mr. 
Hamann (of Messrs, Trautmann and Co.), who was accidentally 
drowned while boating. Ile was out sailing with a friend, when 
the boat capsized in a squall, some distance below the Harbour- 
master’s hulk. They stuck to the boat for some time, but as she 
was sinking, the survivor swam off, and was picked up when at 
the poiut of sinking ; but Mr. Hamann disappeared immediately. 
Everything has been done to recover the body, but so far without 
success. 

Our Foochow correspondent writes :—“ As a faithful chronicler 
of the times, I must state that freshcts No. 4 and No. 5 have 
comeand gone since I reported concerning the third. Since the 
memory of the oldest Foreign inhabitant, there have never been 
two freshets in one season so high as any two of the five we have 
already had this year. Several years there have been one h gh 
and a very small or low oue, doing no damage, and lasting but a 
short time. No. 3 was the highest of all. How many more we 
shall have this season it is useless to conjecture, as all signs scem 
to fail this year.” 

The Lrening Courier of July 8th says :—“The American mail 
steamer Costa /ticu, arrived yesterday, brought treasure to the 
large amount of $75,000 dols., while the Messageries Imperiales 
steamship J’ius2 carries out 505 bales silk. The two facts taken 
together are well fitted to illustrate the important place which 
Shanghai takes in the world’s commerce.” 

The Daily News says :—“ Ting Futai passed Chingkiang on the 
Ist, e runte fur Soochow, in a rather scedy looking barge towed 
by asmall canal steamer. The military were in waiting along 
the river banks to give him a few de jole as he passed. It is stated 
that his boat was tuwed all the way from the Yellow River. This 
enlightened official appears to appreciate travelling by steam ; 
but we always understood that the people objected to steamers 
entering the canals. How is it that H. EK. Ting is not afraid of 
hurting their feelings?” 

OPIUM. 

The following is the memorial above alluded to :— 

“It is the duty of the State to provide for the wants of the 
people, and this poison is destroying the very foundations in which 
the State rests. Food is like heaven to the people; planting 
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opium like nourishing disease. It entered the country first at Kan 
Liang, and then it spread to Shen Si, where it grows everywhere 
in abundance. There are in each Asien more than 10,000 more of 
land, and in each province more than one million moo under cul- 
tivation, and allowing three mow of land for one mow for one 
year, there is thus in each province a deficiency of food sufficient 
to support some 10,000 and more men. So common is it that the 
children have a rhyme which is heard everywhere. ‘The whole 
earth over the flowers [of opium] open ; sleep goes, waking comes, 
to-day we possess, to-morrow it is lost, let the future caro for 
itself; the people covet wealth and forget the evil; tho carth 
(opium—foreign dirt) spreads everywhere without bounds.’ 

“The root must be removed if opium smoking is to he aho- 
lished, and in this way only can the people have plenty and life 
be nourished. 

“In Kan Su and Shen Si, where it was first planted, the people 
made money and the mandarins also made much gain from the 
duty, and this plan they adopted to increase the revenues of a 
poor appointment; by-and-by, the land was overgrown with it, 
and less and less grain was produced, and thus it came about that 
the people began to starve—the valleys among the mountains 
were depopulated from insufficient food, and the people and sol- 
diers were alike in want, those who came with money to buy could 
not procure anything, and then it was that they threw themselves 
into the riversand canals. The rebellion in the S.E. was nothin to 
the misery caused by this want of food. A good opium harvest can- 
not be called a good year; it destroys the land—leaves the land 
uncultivated ; and the growers of opium never try t» bring in the 
waste ground and make it arable. Tho powers of the body are 
destroyed by the drug, consequently all other business suffers— 
even the cultivation of the grain for the food of man. The opium 
smokers become idle ; and, after some years, the strength of their 
bodies and the abundance of the carth become paralysed—the 
people become poor, and all manner of evils arise. The evils are 
so great that they cannot be spoken of. It is fast spreading, and 
soon the whole earth will be covered with it, so that every one may 
seeit. It would be easy to forbid its cultivation if the yamen did 
not make so much by it. If the great officers of the Government 
took the matter up in earnest their action would resemble the sun. 
Darkness flies away at his rising ; so would it bo with opium, 

“The Censor is harassing his soul night and day, fearing that 
this will never come toanend. He begs the Emperor aud the 
Empress to issue a proclamation to all the high officials through- 
out the provinces, to prohibit it and to make it a punishable 
offence. The people will then be afraid, and desist from its cul- 
tivation. Now that the Taeping rebellion is over and the people 
who were scattered, and who had lost their all, lands, houses, d&c., 
are settling down to peaceful industry, it is a convenicnt time to 
inform them to grow the ordinary cereals, upon which depend the 
life of men, and not to listen to those people who wish to grow 
opium because of its lucrativeness. This is only temporary and 
apparent, not real prosperity, and the future will prove this.’’ 


HONG KONG. 
The latest date from this port is the 16th July. The outward 
mail of June 4 was received there on the 13th of July. As usual, 
by the French mail, there is not much news. 


In the matter of Regina v. Sunt the following letter has been 

received by the defendant’s attorney from the Crown solicitor :— 
Ifona Kona, 13th July, 1869. 

Srr,—The two letters addressed by you to the Honourable the 
Colonial Secretary on behalf of your client, Mr. Saint, concerning 
the costs in the above criminal information, have been transmitted 
to me with directions to acknowle:lz.s their receipt. I am further 
instructed to inform you that, under the particular circumstances 
of that case and for reasons which, though ample, it is unnecessary 
to detail here, the Government fecls precluded from taking any 
further step in the matter at present. 

As an important question of prerogative is concerned, his Ex- 
cellency is advised to wait the result of the application made to 
the Privy Council for special leave to appeal against the judg- 
ment of the Honourable the Chief Justice ; more particularly as 
to that portion of his honour’s judgment by which the Crown is 
condemned in costs. 

The necessity of making certain references on the subject of 
your communication has unavoidably caused delay in replying

COMPTOIR D’ESCOMPTE DE PARIS AND ANOTHER V. 
RODGER AND OTHERS. 


This was a motion for the leave of the Court to issue execution 
of the judgment debt arising from the recent decision of the 
Chief Justice in the Min case ; and as the moneys therein stated 
have not yet been paid, although judgment was given on the 16th 
of June last, the Manchester ina, by their counsel, Mr. Whyte, 
apply for the payment of the money on the part of the banks 

ere. 

A long and confused conversational discussion arose between 
the Court, Mr. Whyte, Mr. Hayllar (counsel for the banks), and 
Mr. Pollard (who represents the official assignee), touching the 
complications in which the parties seemed to be now thrown. 

Mr. Hayllar said that the large sum (56,392 dols.) was in thehands 
of the Court, under notice from the official assignee not to pay the 
same, which notice was given before his lordship’s judgment. This 
state of things had gone on for a long time, and his only fear was 
that, if he paid over the money to the defendants (Rodger) there 
might be a responsibility cast upon them for so doing. 

r. Pollard explained that the official assignee had not ap- 
peared hefore the Privy Council as a party in the recent case, but 
that some large and important questions would most likely arise 
regarding the bankruptcy of Lyall, Still and Co. Lyall had been 
deslared bankrupt in London upon one of the Manchester debts. 

His Lordship suggested that an inter-pleader bill could be filed. 
He had been promised a case prepared on behalf of the official 
assignee, which he had not got. 

After some conversation Mr. Hayllar discovered that Mr. Whyte 
only moved for the costs and interest (some 9,000 dols.); and as 
he said they had never objected to pay that sum, he now under- 
took to pay it. 

Mr. Whyte asked for costs of present motion, when another con- 
versation ensued, resulting in an agreement to file affidavits on 
the matter. The Court then rose. 


























































MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 

The following extracts from a letter on this subject, written by 
a highly respected member of the missionary body in China, will 
be found interesting :-— 

Hanrow, July, 1869. 

The news from England has lately been full of interest, both 
to us missionaries and to Foreign residents generally. The noto- 
riety which, asa class, missionaries have lately acquired contrasts, 
not alittle strangely, with the general quiet of our daily life, 
the invariable kindness and respect which we receive from our 
mercantile fellow-countrymen, and the unmolested, friendly man- 
ner in which we are mingling with,and trying to benefit, the natives 
themselves. We care little what those who know us not may think 
or say, 80 long as those who do know us, who see both what we are 
and what we do, continue, by word and deed, to testify their ap- 
proval and respect. A great dust must have been raised in England 
rorperes us ; but it has settled on their heads whose feet kicked 
it up, and scarce a stray particle has been wafted into this remote 
region. We hear the distant murmur of the terrible storm in 
certain official announcements that, hereafter, outside the Treaty 
Port, we have no claim on Consular assistance, and therefore must 
expect none. But that whispering echo does not cause us much 
alarm, specially as things go on as usual, and rather better than 
worse. 

Apropos of the question of our right to purchase and build out- 
side treaty ports, it may surprise you to learn that in Wuchang, 
the capital of two provinces, with the famous Li Hung Tsang for 
Vicerory, the mandarins themselves have procured for and sold to 
a certain Mission, an eligible plot of land, in a main thorough- 
fare, and near to the Viceroy’s own yamun. Does that admit our 
right to be there, or does it not ? 

It seems to me that the whole case, as respecting missionaries 
in China, has, in England, been greatly exaggerated and misun- 
derstood. One ade tas precipitated some statesmen and certain 
men of the press headlong into the conclusion that all are alike, 
all rash and untrustworthy, and all to be censured. A capital 
article in one of the recent Shanghai papers cleared the Yangchow 
missionaries of any particle of blame, clearly putting the blame 
on other shoulders, so that for the suspicion, censure, and calumny 
so freely vented on us there is not the slightest foundation. But 
sper from this Yangchow business, philosophers, such as have 
the ear of the Upper House, and such as write for the upper ten 
thousand through The Times, ought to have been able, from cer- 
tain well-known premises, to have reached a different conclusion. 
A priori, missionaries, as such, should not be objects of great sus- 
picion, dread, or hatred to the Chinese. Already, and from ancient 
time, China has tolerated several great and diverse religious sects. 
Side by side with the State religion, or Confucianism, grow up the 
sects of Tau and Buddha—three venerable growths, whose inter- 
tangled branches and commingled foliage show no lack of the 
spirit of toleration. Hence one might justly and logically con- 
clude that missionaries would rather command a quiet hearing 
than provoke to violence. And such is the case. 

‘To Christianity the Chinese have no violent objection, but 
against Foreigners they have considerable antipathy. When 
@ missionary is attacked, the Foreigner is attacked; rarely, if 
ever, is he attacked as a missionary. Hence the difficulty of 
making a legislative distinction. Let the English Government 
try to put us beyond the shadow of its protection, if it will; it 
cannot do so without injury to all other British subjects in China. 
And knowing, as it ought to know, that these small outbreaks are 
not the result of a general popular ill-feeling, but rather of the 
prejudices of certain troublesome but influential minorities, the 
English Government cannot but be in the wrong in withdrawing 
the segis of its protection from a class of conscientious and peace- 
loving men, who until now have gloried in the name of Britain.

GERMANY.

Hampura, August 26. 

Although in Prussia the fullest liberty of conscience exists, and all 
professions are placed on an equal footing, yet it cannot be doubted 
that it is, and has been ever since the Reformation, a pre-eminently 
Protestant country. The great strongholds of the Catholic Hierarchy 
are the provinces of Si'usia —anunexed to the Monarchy by Frederick 
the Great as the result of the Seven Years’ War, and where the Catho- 
lica and Protestants ave to be found in equal numbers—and the Rhine 
Provinces, which were attached to Prussia by the Conyress of Vienna 
after the peace and the fiual breaking up of the Cunfederation of the 
Rhine. Here the Catholic element predominates over the Lutheran 
in the proportion of three to one. But. Berlin is essentially a Protes- 
tant city, and it has therefore created a fecling of much bitterness and 
discontent to find the Catholics making of late strenuous exertions to 
extend and consolidate their sphere of action in varions ways. The 
negotiations between the Court of Prussia and the Papal See for the 
appointment and recognition of a Nuncio from the Pope at Berlin 
have been broken off in consequence of unmistakable proots of public 
opinion being decidedly averse to such an innovation ; but the Roman 
Catholics have been unusually energetic in their attempts to obtain a 
fuoting at Berlin, and have spent a large sum of money in the con- 
struction of an establishment of monks of the Dominicin Order in 
the suburb of Moabit. This convent h»s just been completed and 
taken possession of by the monks. which has given great umbrage to 
the Protestant part of the popniation who have expressed their feel- 
ings by committing great excesses for several nights last week, break- 
ing the windows, openly insulting and as-aulting the monks, and one 
evening would have formally stormed the convent aad demolished it 
nad not preventive measures been tuken by the police ; so that when 
the mob were about to carry their project into cxecution they were 
taken by surprise at secing a hundred and fiity policemen issue forth 
from the portals. An engayzement ensued, in which about forty of the 
rioter3 were more or less sererely wounded and many of the ring- 
leadera captured. The excitement against Catholics, and especially 
against convents, has been much inereased by the late revelations of 
the Carmelite nunnery at Cracow, abduction of Hebrews, and other 
irregularities that have Jately been brought to light in monasteries on 
the Khine and in other parts of Germany. 

Great excitement has been created in this city by the intelligence 
of the loss of the Hamouryg-American Compiny's fiue steamer Ger- 
mania, in Trepassy Bay, near Cape Rice, Newfouudland, where she 
Tran aground in a fog; passenvers, crew, and mails saved, and bronght 
home by the Conbria, belonging to the same comoiny., The ill-fated 
vessel was of 2,000 tons register, and was built on the Clyde by Messrs, 
Caird and Co., of Greenock, in 1563. She was considered a good sea- 
boat, but was not so fast as the other vessels of the company cons 
structed more recently by the same eminent firm. She cost originally 
a million marks banco, but had been so successful during her career 
that the directors were enabled to write off considerable sums every 
year, so that on her thirty-seventh and last vovize she stood in the 
company’s books at somewhat less than half her original cost, for 
which she was fully insured. 

An International Horticultural and Floricultural Exhibition on a 
very grand seale will be held in this city from the 2ud to the 14th of 
September, for which the prepirations have been going on fora whole 
year, as they include a transformation of the former ramparts, fosse, 
and glacis of the fortifications into a park of singular beauty, which 
will remain zn stati quo after the Exhibition as a place of recreation 
for the public. Proinises of efficient support have been received from 
almost every part of Kurupe and some States of America, and many 
valuable prizes to be competed ‘for have been sent by various poten- 
tates. Among them is a magnificent si'ver-gilt vase presented by 
Her Majesty, and bearing the simple jnscription—‘' For the best as- 
sortment of grapes. Victoria Lt. 1869.” Four this there will be a 
very keen competition, for not only will many a-sortmeuts of hot- 
house grapes be sent over from England, but space has been bespoken 
and reserved for seventy-five assortments from different parts of 
France, more than a bundicd from the Rhine, and numerous others 
from Austria, Italy, Portuyel, Belgium, and other countries. The 
King and Queen of Prussia have seat to the committee a splendid 
vase of china, made at the Royal Porcelain Manufactory at Berlin; the 
Kings of Wurtemberg, Bavaria, and Belzium, silver vases; the Senate 
of Hamburg, various money prizes to the extent of 250 ducata, aud 
there is an almost interminable list of prizes placed at the disposal of 
the managing committee by wealthy citizens of this city and ovher 
private patrons of horticulture and floriculture in different parts of 
Germany. gg Her Royal Highness the Crown Princess of Prussia 
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(Princess Royal of England) has intimated her intention of sending 
over her head gardener to attend the Exhibition and draw up a epecial 
report for her own perusal, and at the same time he is to make a se- 
lection of the finest rose-trees for transplantation in the autumn to her 
Royal Highness’s own rosary in her garden at Potedam. 


COMMERCIAL. 

Cassia Lignea is in continued good request, and within the last few 
days 6,000 chests have been sold by importers at 123 ach. bco. per Ib. 
After a long period of lethargy, Pepper has again come into favour, 
and as the autumn approaches a more lively business may be expected. 
Mace and Nutmegs command an ensy sale at full prices, but Cloves 
are neglected. In Rice the transactions have been on a very limited 
scale, as importers make such great pretensions that buyers are un- 
willing to come forward. The Tea market is firm, and 420 chests of 
Oongou changed hands, as well as gome hundred cheats of Souchong 
and Pekoe by the dealers. Spelter: Totally neglected, and quotations 
at 183 mks. beo., both for delivery and in loco, purely nominal.

HOLLAND.

Rorrerpam, August 26. 

Whilst the members of Parliament are enjoying their bolidays, and 
the Ministera are busy making up their Budzets (that for the East In- 
dies is already printed), the public is occupied with “ Congresses,” 
exhib-tions, and rifle-shooting. Columns in the newspapers are filled 
with reports of the festivals in the camp at the Bildt, where the vo- 
lunteers met, in order to try their rifles and to get an idea of military 
life. The heath offered a beautiful aspect, with its bands of music and 
crowds of uniforms that might be heard and seen for several days. 
The King, the Prince of Orange, and Prince Frederick were present, 
and assisted in the military festival from the beginning, until it ended 
with a display of firewoiks in the neighbouring town of Utrecht. The 
voluntcers have now returned home. The public has not much sym- 
pathy with these military festivals, and none of our leading papers 
published reports, for which they were accused by the Dagblad of 
want of love for their fatherland. 

In Amsterdam a most interesting meeting was held some days ago, 
in accordance with an appeal from the International Association for 
Promoting Trade. Mr. C. A. van Hemert occupied the chair. The 
principal question discussed was a proposal to o.ganise a communica- 
tion by steamers between Holland and Java via the Suez Canal, 
when that is opened. After a great many speeches the follow- 
ing resolutions were carried:—Ist. That a congress of trades- 
men should be held at Cairo, in which Holland should be repre- 
sented. 2nd. That it was most necessary to establish a steam line 
between Holland and Java. And, 8rd. The meeting agreea with 
the proposal that the Suez Canal shall be declared nentral. The question 
now remains, whether the steam line will be established, or whether 
it will prove a mere paper project. In such matters we Dutch are 
very slow ; our capitalists prefer to buy and sell metal rather than 
to invest their money in industrial undertakings. This is proved by 
the very small succees of the endeavours to establish a steam line be- 
tween one of our harbours and America. The papers are publishing 
every day ‘‘reclames”’ for this plan, but not a guilder is furnished. 
The only meeting held to promote this plan assembled at Enschede. 
Of course, the proposal was applauded by the “ industrials ” of Twenthe, 
who profited by the occasion to discuss the India Agrarian Bill, whilst 
it was resolved to forward an address to the Second Chamber, in order 
to urge the necessity of the Bill being carried, whether altered in a 
more liberal sense or not. 

In a few days the members of the International Statistical Congress 
will meet in the Hague. It is stated that most important discussions 
will take place about our colonies. The meeting of this congress 
has caused the postponement of that of the Association for the Wel- 
fare of the Javanese for some days. At this congress a most interesting 
project will be discassed, namely, that of Mr. H. de Bruyn, ex-direc- 
tor of the public works in India, which proposes that the Government, 
when the Agrarian Bill is passed, should grant to the association 
20,000 bouws of waste grounds belonging to the regencies of Demak 
and Grobogan. The Association intends also to promote a system 
of agricultural instruction for the natives. This plan meets with much 
opposition,.both from the lead‘ng Liberal and the Conservative press. 

There ig much talk here of a congress of ‘‘ journalista,” which can 
only be an illusion. Our editors and “colaborators” are too fond of 
quarrelling for such a congiess to give a satisfactory result ; in the 
meantime it is stated that a medal has been engraved by Mr. Charles 
Wiener in remembrance of the abolition of the ‘‘tax upon know- 
ledge,” a fact which is still much lamented by the Conservative papers. 

The “ Batavia lettera ” published by the London and China Tele- 
graph are still a subject of discussion in the daily press. In Conser- 
yative circles rumours are still circulating about alterations in the 
Cabinet. I, however, doubt very much if there is the least foundation 
for them. H.M. has approved of the appointment of Mr. R. A. Mees 
as Consular Agent for Italy at Yedo. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

Quietness has continued to prevail in the demand for most of the 
leading articles of colonial produce, and hardly any changes of note 
have occurred in their market value, but the firmness generally evinced 
by holders causes the tone of the market to remain pretty healthy. 

Coryrzz—In anticipation of the Trading Company's public sale of 
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about 72.200 b. Java and Padang to be held here to-morrow, there hag 
continued to be but little stirring in this article, but the demand for 
actual requirement is nevertheless evidently increasing. Sales have 
been closed since my last report :—320 bags Java, ex Gerredina Wil- 
helmina, at 30c. to 40 ; 881 b. Padang, ex Henriette, Maria, Sarah and 
Zaanstroom, at 31fc. to 334; 361 b. Java, ex Waterloo; 1,500 b.

MORE TELEGRAPHIC SCHEMES. 

Arter having unceasingly advocated, for some years, the 
construction of a direct line of telegraphs between England 
and China, we have had no little satisfaction in announcing 
the series of undertakings whereby an independent chain of 
communication, in English hands throughout, is secured as 
far as Galle. We long since noticed two or three projects 
for the extension of the system to the Straits, China, and 
Japan, but from various causes ‘these hung fire, until it began 
to seem as if the idea had on all hands been indefinitely post- 
poned. Suddenly, bowever, quite a number of competing 
companies have presented themselves to the public for the 
purpose of constructing telegraphs between Ceylon, the 
Straits, Siam, Saigon, Java, Australia, China, and Japan. 
These projects are so numerous, and have been brought out 
so suddenly, that we have neither time nor space for a close 
analysis of their respective merits ; all we can do just now is 
to give a brief description of each, merely remarking, en 
passant, that some of them have very powerful support, and 
that there is not the slightest doubt that one or more will be 
rapidly carried into execution. 

The one that is most prominently before the world just now 
is known as “Tse Inpia, AUSTRALIA, AND CHINA SUBMARINE 
TELEGRAPH,” which proposes to lay a series of light cables on 
Mr. Vartey’s plan (which we have described on former 
‘occasions), to connect Ceylon with the Straits Settlements 
and China (Hong Kong, Amoy, and Shanghai) with a branch 
from Singapore to Java and Australia. It is proposed to 
commence forthwith the section between Ceylon and Penang, 
which is to be completed in the course of next year, at a cost 
‘of £350,000. The cable is to be constructed by the India- 
Rubber, Gutta-Percha, and Telegraph Works Company, and 
most encouraging reports are published as to its efficiency. 
According to this plan, the system would be extended to all 
the principal ports without the use of any land lines. 

Yesterday there appeared the preliminary.announcement of 
_“ THe Caixa SuBMarine TeLecraPs,” which does not propose 
to deal with Australia, but limits its operations, at all events 
for the present, to the Straits and China.“ The promoters, 
instead of taking,up the Indian system at Ceylon, propose 
to start from Rangoon, laying a submarine cable thence to 
Penang, Singapore, Hong Kong, Amoy and Shanghai. There 
is also a short link to join Singapore with the Java lines, 
which would ultimately form a connecting link with Aus- 
tralia. These cables would be similar to that now being 
manufactured for the “ British Indian” Company, with por- 
tions of extra thickness in the neighbourhood of the points 
where it is landed. This pr-ject, like the first-mentioned, 
depends entirely on submarine cables, except for the approach 
to Shanghai, to which point it is proposed to carry it from 
Yangtsze Cape, a distance of thirty miles, overland. Here 
the promoters are boldly facing the difficulty of introducing 
telegraphs into the Chinese Kmpire—a difficulty that must 
be grappled with sooner or later, and the sooner the better. 
The capital required for the whole series of cables from 
Rangoon to Shanghai is estimated at £1,110,000, on which 
a dividend of ten per cent. is expected. It is thought the en- 
tire plan may be carried out within twelve months. 

The plan brought forward last year, for an extension of the 
land lines already existing as far as Rangoon, on to Bangkok, 
Saigon, and thence by cable to China, is of course perfectly 
familiar to our readers, This Scheme, we believe, was to | 
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have been brought out under the name of “Tu Eastern 
Asia TELEGRAPH Company,” but the promoters were deterred 
for a time by the terribly depressed state of the commercial 
world. Now that this difficulty—at least as far as telegraphic 
schemes are concerned—is removed, the prospectus is likely 
to be issued very shortly, and, we understand, under most 
favourable auspices, the Indian Government having expressed 
its willingness to extend the Indian system from Rangoon to 
any convenient point on the Siamese frontier, to meet the 
lines of the new company. Here, it will be observed, we 
have a combination of land and sea lines. 

In our last issue we noticed the intention of the “ East 
Inpia, ASIATIC, AND AMERICAN TELEGRAPH CoMPaNY ” to issue 
@ prospectus in this country shortly. The proposals of this 
company are nothing less than gigantic. Starting from Van- 
couver Island, a series of cables would be laid to Sitka, Kod- 
yak, the southernmost point of Alaska, one of the Aleutian 
Islands, the Kuriles, ard so to Hakodadi, Yokohama, Shan- 
ghai, and thence southward. The capital required is stated 
at £3,000,000, of which a considerable portion is said to be 
tlready promised in America, England and Russia. That 
which seems the most formidable portion, namely, across the 
North Pacific, does not really present any great physical 
difficulties, for although the total length of the cables would 
be something like 4,000 miles, it would be in sections, the 
longest of which would be shorter than some cables already 
successfully laid ; and these short lengths, moreover, have 
to be submerged in smooth seas of moderate depth. 

There remains one more scheme to notice—that of Messrs. 
PouLaRD, KRreEssER, and Hearp, of Hong Kong, which we 
have already described at some length. We now hear that 
this is being actively pushed forward, a large portion of the 
materiel for the land line between Rangoon and Saigon having 
already been sent out, while the remainder is being rapidly 
prepared for shipment. No prospectus has yet been issued, 
as the concessionaires themselves are finding the money for 
the land Jines ; but they will come before the publio when 
these are completed, and the cable to connect them with 
Hong Kong is proceeded with. The projectors of this scheme 
consider it prudent not to make any immediate attempt to 
land a cable on the coast of China, and therefore intend to 
stop at Hong Kong. With this we close our record for the 
present. 


THE END OF THE BURLINGAME SHAM. 

In March, 1868, we strongly. blamed Lord Srantey, 
then Secretary for Foreign Affairs, for being so easily per- 
suaded into entering into negotiations with Mr. BURLINGAME. 
“ Whatever concessions,” we then remarked, “ Lord STaNnLEY 
“may make to the Chinese, as represented by Mr. Bur- 
“ LINGAME, must of course be faithfully carried out ; on the 
“other band, whatever undertakings Mr. BuRLINGAME 
“may enter into on behalf of his slippery clients will 
“jnevitably be treated by them as waste paper.” Our 
prediction has been verified to the letter. The Pe- 
king Government, we are informed by a. telegram dated 
Hong Kong, August 3rd, has actually refused to ratify 
the Convention entered into with the United States Govern- 
ment ; and had a similar Convention been concluded with 
England, that would undoubtedly have been treated as “ waste 
paper” also. The Chinese text of Mr. BuRLINGAME'S cre- 
dentials, it seems, differed materially from the English ver- 
sion, the former being framed as if appointing him envoy to 
a tributary uation. The sham, and a barefaced sham we 
have pronounced it from the beginning, is exposed at last. 
According to our notions of decency, the ouly resource Mr. 
BuRLINGAME has, is to resign his position at once ; should he 
retain it, after this exposé, the only conclusion the world can 
come to will be that he was cognisant of the fraud all along, 
and connived at it in consideration of the handsome terms 
offered. Whether we regard Mr. BurLinaame as the accom- 
plice, or the dupe, of the wily Chinese, Lord CLARENDON oer- 
tainly figures in the latter capacity, together with all who 
put their faith in the “shining cross” humbug. It is for- 
tunate for Hzr Masesry’s Ministers that they caunot now 
be questioned in Parliament as to the effect this disclosure is 
to have on our relations with China.

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THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS ASSOCIATION. 


Ur to the close of the Session, the Committee of the Straits | 


Settlements Association carried on their effurts with unabated 
vigour, and, not content with the good they had undonbtedly 
achieved in securing an inquiry into the expenditure of the 
local Government, strove to do more. But the official exodus 
that instantly followed the prorogation brought their labours 
to an end for the present. The committee intended to have 
had an interview with Lord GranviLLe before he left town, 
but we understand that a letter has been addressed to the 
Secretary of the Association, from the Colonial office, inti- 
mating that his lordship is as yet unable to discuss the 
question of expenditure by the Straits Government, in con- 
sequence of not having received sufficiently full replies 
to his inquiries. As regards the changes proposed by the 
Association in the Legislative Council his lordship requires a 
“more definite” proposition,—unaccountably as it seems to us, 
for anything more definite than the suggestion in the “ Memo- 
randum No. 2,” issued by the Association, which appeared 
in our issue of June 10, it would be hard to frame. Equality 
in the numbers of the official and non-official members of 
the Council, and further that such equality should be’ at- 
tained by a reduction in the strength of the former, is surely 
a definite enough proposal, and is the only one which will 
meet the wishes of the colonists. Lord GRANVILLE, we re- 
gret to learn, declines to interfere to prevent the Judicial 
office becoming a thing of contempt by its subjection to 
the caprice of a local Governor. This is so serious a 
matter that attention cannot be too often called to it. 
Most Englishmen will be iucredulous when informed that 
in many of our colonies the judges in the Supreme Court 
are practically in the position of inferior. members of the 
Exeontive Government, while few but, will be horrified at the 
instance brought before Lord GRANVILLE’s notice of a weulthy 
native in Penang who had aclaim on the Government for 
stores supplied by him, but who did not dare to press: it in 
‘the Law Courts because “the judge was only a servant of 
the Governor!” And yet Earl GRanvILLE is to be found de- 
fending a system which allows of such stains as these on tho 
administration of justice, on the ground, not that it is right 
or reasonable, but that it is the practice in all other Crown 
colonies! No stronger argument could be stated to show 
the need of a Colouial Union such as we understand is likely 
to be arranged before next session, and which may be able to 
bring sufficient influence to bear in the House of Commons 
,to induce a consideration and reconstruction of the system 
.of, government in Crown colonies generally. We are glad 
to. note that our suggestion for such an union of the forces 
of the various colonial associations bas been favourably re- 
ceived both at home and in the East. 


THE MISSIONARIES AGAIN. 

THE China Missionary controversy is not overyet. A letter 
signed “ VeriTAs,” dated from Shanghui, has appeared in The 
Times, wherein the writer, who proclaims himself “ A Three 
Years’ Resident in China, Formosa, and Japan,” makes a furious 
and undiscriminating onslaught ou the character of all Pro- 
testant, Missionaries. After an enthusiastic tribute, the jus- 
tice of .which we cheerfully acknowledge, to the self-denying 
life .of hardship aud peril voluntarily led by the Romish 
Micsionary in China, the writer goes on to paint, in glowing 
and very far from trutbful colours, the easy and luxurious 
existence, as he thinks it, of the Protestant—his “ comfort- 
“able bungalow his well-stocked table and full 
“cellar... his wife and children (the last certainly 
“ above the proportion usually allotted to man), perfect im- 
- munity from all personal danger, with the inevitable gun- 
“ boat under his window.” This is malicious and one-sided 
“enough, and the allusion to the children is in especially vile 
‘taste } but, not content with a deliberate misrepresentation 
“df the mode of life of the Missionaries, “ Veritas ” (who could 
-hardly have chosen a more inappropriate signature) pours upon 
their devoted headsa string of opprobrions epithets, such as 
“the sleek, typical, under-educated class”—(by-the-way, what 
does.“ typical ” mean in this connection ? something dreadful, 

we suppose) —“ narrow-minded,” “ bigotted ” (with two t’s), 
“ over-fed, illiterate persons,” “sot-disant proselytarians, wan- 
“ derify about the country with their price-list and samples in 
“three pockets, a Bible and tracts in the fourth "—and so on,

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; hard to imagine ; and we are at » loss to understand how 
The Times could have been induced to afford space to such a 
tirade of vulgar abuse. “ Veritas,” however, has been ably,

THE COLONIES. 

A mestine of influential persons connected with the colo- 
nies has been held at the Westminster Palace Hotel, to consider 
the tendency of the recent discussions in Parliament on 
colonial subjects, and of the policy now being adopted by 
the Government in reference to the colonies. This has re- 
sulted in a letter being written to the Governments of all the 
principal colonies, wherein it is stated that this policy, as re- 
cently applied in the case of New Zealand, threatens, as an 
ulterior result, a severance of the connection between the 
colonles and the mother-country, perhaps hurriedly and in an 
unfriendly spirit, disastrous alike to the mother-country and 
the colonies. To avoid such a catastrophe, and at the same 
time to discuss the whole question, it has been suggested that 
a conference of colonial representatives, duly authorised by 
the respective Governments of those colonies in which re- 
sponsible government has been established, should be held in 
London. As the Imperial Parliament will meet probably in 
February next, it is thought the proposed Confereu.ce may 
conveniently be held about that time. Various suggestions 
are enumerated for remedying the evils pointed out ; as, for 
example, to obtain representation for the colonies in Parlia- 
ment ; to constitute an Imperial Congress, charged with spe- 
cial functions, in which the colonies should take part; to 
place those colunies in which responsible government has 
been established upon the footing of Foreign Governments 
as regards diplomatic intercourse ; to place the administra- 
tion of colonial affairs under the management of a board con- 
stituted somewhat upon the model of the Indian Board. At 
present, the only Governments that have been communicated 
with are those of Australia, Canada, and South Africa ; but, 
should anything come of the movement, our Eastern colonies 
will be interested also. The Honorary Secretaries of the 
Committee are Messrs. Jawes Youn, Henry SEWELL, and 
H. Buaing, and they date their manifesto from the West- 
minster Palace Hotel. 











THE SUEZ CANAL. 

M. pe Lesseps has presented his report for the year 1868, 
and once more confidently assures the world that the Canal 
will be opened, as annonnced, in November next. Of the 
seventy-five millions of cubic metres of soil to be excavated 
there remain to be yet taken out (says the report) only about 
five millions, and this can be effected by the month of Oc- 
tober, so that there was no hesitation in fixing the 17th of No- 
vember for the inauguration, and, whichis much more definite, 
the commencement of the working of the Canal. Port Suid 
is said to be completed, and the dredging machines are now 
occupied in increasing the depth of the channel from seven 
to nine metres ; this work, it is said, will be finished by the 
lst of October. From Port Suid to the Bitter Lakes, up- 
wards of sixty-two miles, the Canal is completed, with the 
exception of the dredging, on which forty-nine machines are 
at work ; half the final deepening is said to be done, and the 
whole will be finished in good time. The whole twenty-two 
miles of Canal which lie between the Lakes and the Red Sea 
was executed dry by means of the spade ; the last truckloads 
of earth are now being carried away, and the waters of the 
Red Sea have, according to the promise of the report, been 
by this time let in to meet those of the Mediterranean 
in the Lakes. Of all the doubts and adverse prog- 
postications which have been expressed not one has, 
according to M. pgp Lesseps, proved to have any founda- 
tion; the only one which has not yet received prac- 
tical contradiction being that of the filling of the Lakes. 
He says, however, that the engineers of the company know 
exactly the extent, configuration, and composition of the 
bed of the Lakes, that they have carefully calculated the 
maximum effect of the heat and dry air of Egypt upon the 
water, and that the effects of absorption and evaporation 
since the water of the Mediterranean has been let into the 
Lakes has been much less than they anticipated. The daily 
rise in the level of the water in the Lakes has been from an 
inch to an inch and a-balf, and when the water of the Red 
Sea is introduced this increase should be doubled. The 
embouchure of the Canal and the channel of the Gulf of 
Suez are all but terminated, eleven machines being employed 
there in the dredging, and the entrance is protected by a 
stone breakwater 5.000 feet long, and by the artificial eleva- 
tion of certain shallows formerly only visible at low water. 

The report assures the world that the whole of the arrange- 
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ments connected with the lighting and navigation of the 
Canal, beacons, buoys, mooring posts, &c., will all be com- 
pleted before the day of opening. A chart of the whole 
work has been prepared and published by the company. The 
Egyptian coast will also shortly be lighted by four new light- 
houses, erected by the company, on the Viceroy’s order ; 
three of these to be placed at the points of Rosetta, Damietta, 
and Burlos, and the fourth at Port Said itself. The Canal, 
or rather Port Said, was commenced in April, 1859; and 
certainly the completion of such a gigantic work as the con- 
nection of the Red Sea and the Mediterranean (or, as M. DE 
Lesseps picturesquely terms them, the Sea of Pearls and the 
Sea of Coral) in the short space of ten years and a half, must 
be set down amongst the most remarkable achievements of 
the nineteenth century. 

So much for the report of M. Lessers. But great as is 
the confidence therein expressed, the opinions of well-in- 
formed persons are far from being unanimous with regard to 
the actual opening of the Canal in November. To the eye 
of a careful observer the works, a fortnight ago, seemed by 
no means sufficiently advanced to justify the sanguine antici- 
pations of M. pz Lesseps ; in fact, all appeared confusion and 
uncertainty. To evolve order out of this chaos. in so short a 
time as three months, will require not only great exertions, 
but the expenditure of a large sum of money, and here is 
the weakest point of all. Every device has been resorted to, 
at various times, to raise the “sinews of war’”’—the last was 
a lottery, and what new scheme will be tried to procure the 
funds still wanting we are unable to imagine. Should matters 
come to a dead lock, it is possible that some of the European 
Governments may be induced to subscribe or guarantee the 
balance required; but even with this aid we should not be 
surprised to see the actual opening of the Canal, for the 
transit of large vessels, deferred until February or March. 





Mr. Mirtrorp’s translation of a Japanese sermon, which 
was briefly noticed in our last issue, has formed the text of 
an article in the Saturday Review. The reviewer attempts 
to throw a doubt on the authenticity of the translation, and 
writes throughout in a spirit of captions incredulity that is 
almost tantamonnt to accusing the translator of having perpe- 
trated a hoax. Hereupon, Mr. Mitrorp’s father, who resides in 
London, writes to the Saturday Review, vindicating his son’s 
honesty, and offering proof of the genuineness of the transla- 
tion, which it seems is also vouched for by Mr. Ernest 
Satow, who is now in Europe, aud himself corrected the 
proofs. Here is clearly evidence enough to convince the 
Saturday Reviewers of the injustice of their article, but 
with characteristic unfairness they refuse to print the 
letter of Mr. Mitrorp, senior, or to make the amende 
in any way. This little incident shows the true value of the 
information disseminated by such journals as our lively con- 
temporary. The “Japanese Sermon,” being something out 
of the common way, served as a convenient peg whereon to 
hang a bit of “smart” writing. Whether the inferences 
drawn therein were true or false, did not matter a straw ; 
the emartly-written article once in, its effect must not be 
spoiled by any corrections or emendations merely intended 
to serve the cause of truth or justice. The reviewers, how- 
ever, are foiled after all, for The Times has printed a letter 
from Mr. Mitrorp, in which the scurvy treatment he has 
met with is fully exposed. 


We understand it is in contemplation by the authorities 
at the General Post-office to abolish the system, which has 
been in practice for ten years, of sorting the correspondence 
from India, China, Australia, &., on board the P. and O. 
Company’s steamers between Alexandria, Marseilles, and 
Southampton. This change would certainly appear desirable, 
not only on the score of economy, but because the value of 
the labour so performed (by the employment of a Post-office 
staff on board, at a large annual outlay) has been practically 
nullified since the new contract with the P. and O. Com- 
pany has been in existence. The company’s steamers have kept 
such good time that, asa rule, there is ample time for the sort- 
ing to be done on shore in time for the due delivery on each 
Monday morning. Besides, the system has many objection- 
able and dangerous elements about it which should only be 
encountered for a very unmistakable advantage. Opening 
letter-boxes by Post-otfice sorters on board ship is a dan- 
gerous power, to say nothing of the risk of a sea washing 
into the sorters’ room and carrying the letters overboard.

The prospectus has been issued of the International Mid-Channel 
Telegraph Company, which has been formed for the purpose of 
establishing a system of telegraphic ships connected by telegraph 
cable with the main land, and moored in the fairway of the great 
streams of vessels passing through the British seas, with the view 
of afterwards extending operations to other parts of the world 
The first station is to be at a point in the English Channel, mid- 
way between Scilly and Ushant, where the company’s vessel will 
be moored by mushroom anchors, and, by means of a submarine 
cable, be in communication with the telegraph at Penzance. The 
Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company have con- 
tracted to provide and lay @ suitable cable, about sixty-five miles 
in length, between the telegraph ship and Penzance. The serviceg 
which the company will render consist of telegrams for and from 
passing ships, newspaper information, Government Post Office 
telegrams, towage, agency for supply of stores to ships, salvage 
services, landing of homeward and putting on board outward- 
bound passengers and mails, &c. The nominal capital of the com- 
pany is £125,000, of which it is at present intended to raise only 
£25,000, in shares of £10 each. 

A joint meeting has been held at Leeds of the creditors of three 
failed firms in that town—Messrs. Newsome and Wailes, mill- 
owners and spinners, whose liabilities are about £15,000, and who 
offer 13s, 44. in the pound ; R. and J. Newsome, cloth manufac- 
turers, whose liabilities are £12,000, and who offer 7s., and Mr, 
John Wailes, cloth manufacturer, whose liabilities are-£5,000, and 
who also offers 78. As these proposals were not accompanied by 
any offer of security, the creditors adjourned to give the respective 
debtors an opportunity of finding guarantors. 

A circular has been issued aunouncing that Mr. Benjamin Gott 
Kinnear, late of China, has joined the firm of Messrs. Hawes and 
Hertz, tea brokers, of 27, Fenchurch-street, and that the business 
will in future be conducted under the stylo of Kinnear, Hawes, 
and Hertz. 


The Syria has taken £140,700 in Mexican dollars to China and 
the Straits. The market is flat, at a decline of at least fd. on last 
mail’s prices, the present quotation being 4s. 113d. per oz. 





EXPORT OF COTTON GOODS TO THE FAR EAST.

Broken-leaf 
kinds command a steady sale at previous rates. Fair to good common 
have sold to a moderate extent at 1s. 14d. to 1s. 13d. perlb. Fair to 
good flavoury kinds show no alteration. Good Kaisowa have been 
saleable at the late advance in small quantities. In fine to finest there 
is no change to notice. Paklins remain as before. Amoys, in half- 
chests and boxes, have sold at 1s. 1d. per 1b. Common to fair black- 
leaf kinds have been in moderate request, and prices firmly 
maintained. Fair to good medium have been steady at former 
rates. Fine to finest show no alteration. New-make Canton 
kinds have sold at rather better prices at public auction for fair 
quality. In Oolongs there is no change. Souchongs and Flowery 
Pekoes have met with but little attention. In Scented Teas there has 
been rather more inquiry, and prices have ruled rather dearer., Fair 
to good Capers show an advance of $d. to 1d. per lb. Orange Pe- 
koes: Fair to good Foochow kinds have been more saleable at the ad- 
vance last quoted. Canton kinds, under 1s. 6d. per lb., have been in 
request at rather better prices. In Uncoloured Japans there has not 
been mucin done, and prices remain unchanged. Green Teas: In these 
there hag been a moderate business done at about previous prices; 
fine Moyunes, perhaps, selling rather higher. Canton Greens show 
no change. 


SILK. 

The following is from Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co.'s Cir- 
cular :— 

The chief feature of the market this month has been the first 
arrivals of the new China Silk, of which about 1,200 bales have come 
to hand, and nearly all of which changed hands steadily at about 6d.
